Our fervices a while ; but toy full heart 
Remains in ufe with you. Our liafy 
Shines o'er with civil fwords : Sextus Pompetus 
Makes his approaches to the port of Rom : 
Equality of two domeftic powers 
Breeds fcrupulous faction: The hated, grown to ibength. 
Are newly grown to love: the condemned Pomfey, 
Rich in lus father's honour, creeps apace

Cx£. --0 moft falfe love ! 
Where be the facred vials thoa (hould'ft fill 
With.ibrrowful water ? Now I fee, I fee. 
In Tukndz death, how mine ihall be receivM. 

Avr. Quarrel no more, but be prepar'd to know 
The purpofes I bear ; which are, or ceafe. 
As you (hall give the advices : By the fire

jfNt. I'll leave you, lady. 

Cx£. —Courteous lord, one word^ 
Sir, you and I muft part,— but that's not it: 
Sir, you and I have lov'd,— but there's not it ; 
That you know well: Something it is I would,— 
O, my oblivion is a very Antony^ 
And I am all-forgotten. 

Anr, —But that your royalty 
Holds idlenefs your fubje^k, I (hould take you 
For idlenefs itfelf. 

Cle. — 'Tis fweating labour. 
To bear fuchjdlenefs fo near the .heart 
As Cleopatra this. But, fir, forgive me ; 
Since my becomings kill me, when they do not 
Eye well to you: Your honour calls you hence 5

Avr, —Let us go. Come ; 
Our feparation fo abides, and flies.

And I, hence fleeting, here remain with thee.

SCENE IV. Rome. A Room in Caefai^/ Houfi. 

Enter Oflavins Ci^dAiLy Lepid vs, imd fheirTrains. 

Cms. Yoq may ={= iee» Lefiiusy and henceforth know. 
It is not Cafarh natural vice to hate 
One great competitor : From AUxandna 
^his is the news. He fiihes, drinks, and waftes 
The lamps of night in revel : is not more manlike 
ThanG^aiy-«; nor the Qneen of Pi^^ 
More womanly than he : hardly gave audience, or 
Vottchfard to think he had partners : You ihaU find there 
A man, who is the abifara^ of all faults 
That all men follow. 

Lef. —I muft not think, there are 
Evils enough to darken all his goodnefs : 
His faults, in him, feem as the fpots of heaven. 
More fiery by night^^ blacknefs \ hereditary. 
Rather than purchased ; what he cannot change. 
Than what he choofes. 

Cms. Yott are too indulgent : Let us grant, it is not 
Amifs to tumble on the bed of Ptoienr^ ; 
To give a kingdom for a mirth ; to fit 
And keep the tiun of tipling with a (lave ; 
To reel die fbeets at noon, and (land th^ buffet 
With knaves that fmell of fweat : fay, this becomes him, 
(As his compofure muft be rare indeed, 
Whom thefe things cannot blemifh) yet muft Antony 
No way excufe his foils, when we do bear 
So great weight in his lightnefs : If he fill'd 
His vacancy with his voluptuoufnefs. 
Full furfeits, and the drynefs of his bones,

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Call on him fbr*t : bat, to confound fach time,'-' 
That drums him from his fport, and fpeaks as loud 
As his own Hate, and ours,— ^tis to be chid 
As we rate boys ; who, being mature in knowledge^ 
Pawn their experience to their prefent pleafure. 
And fo rebel to judgment. 

Enter a Meflenger. 

LEf. —Here's more news. 

Me/. Thy biddings have been done s and every hour. 
Moil noble Coffar, ihalt thou have report 
How 'tis abroad. Pompey is Urong at fea j 
And it appears, he is belov'd of thofe

Ca^s^-^I ihould have known no lefs :«. 
It hath been taught us from the primal ftate. 
That he, which is, was wilh'd, until he were ; 
And the cbb'd man, ne'er Ipv'd, 'till ne'er worth love. 
Comes dear'd, by being lack'd. This common body, 
Like to a vagabond flag upon the fbeam. 
Goes to, and back, lacquying the varying tide. 
To rot itfelf with motion.
